A, An agree ment has been reached regarding’ responsibilities’ and 
parations. Itis understr dthatone ofthe Allied nations, probably 
Belgium, willinitiate the prosecution of the ex-Kaiser and others 
responsible for breach of Treaties, invasion’and devastation. 
As regards reparations, experts recommend that the enemy 
countries shall admit responsibility for damage, but in view of their 
inability fully to recompanse the losses, an Inter-Allied Commission 
will ‘assess the losses payable in thirty years, beginning May 1, 
1921, with.an initial payment of £1,000.000,000, Germany signing a 
bond recognising a provisional debt of £6,000,000,000.

Sir Steele Maitiand, the head of the British Cornmercial Intelli- 
gence Department, had many interesting things to tell trade 
journalists last week. We' dealt at length on Saturday with the 
announcement regarding the British Textile Mission that is com- 
ingont tothe Far East. Sir Steele Muitland is certainly not an 
optimist and the note that he struck in. the address was decidedly 
pessimistic. He isa man who looks» things squarely in the face, 
who does not see them through roseate spectacles, and in his 
resume of the Overseas trade al, present he brought Home the serious 
conditions because not merely were exports greatly, reduced but 
credit will have to.be given to devastated countries in order that our 
goods be sold to them. 

The first complete peace month since the outbreak of the war 
showed. a slight recovery of £1.341.521 in British exports according 
tothe Board of Trade,returns for December. These returns enable 
us to compare the oversea trade for the whole year 1918 with 1917. 
Great Britain imported more. than she exported to her Oversea 
Dominions. British exports and re-exports registered -£529,429,094, 
a decline of £28,673,561 over the figures for 1917, while in imports 
there was an increase of £255,173,913, the value of imparted articles 
being £1.319,338,591. The value of the total imports from Oversea, 
last year, of grain and flour, reached the sum of £154,404,000 and of 
meat of all classes £174,088,282, ur the enormous total of £328,492,- 
282. Sir Steele Maitland very wisely states that to get the maximum 
of productivity there should be an amalgamation of businesses.
